Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Eleventh  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Borough  of  Goole  and  the  work  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  during  1957.  The  first  Annual 
Report  for  the  township  was  published  for  the  year  1875,  which 
makes  this  one  the  83rd  in  the  series.

VITAL  STATISTICS 


337  live  births  were  registered;  this  was  12  more  than  in 
1956.  This  gives  a Birth  Rate  of  17.4  per  1,000  population  and. 
by  the  application  of  the  Comparability  Factor,  an  Adjusted  Birth 
Rate  of  16.8.  It  compares  favourably  with  the  County  figure  of 
16.1  and  the  National  figure  of  16.1.  There  were  7 stillbirths 
notified  and  11  of  all  births 


were  illegitimate. 
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deaths  were  registered  giving  a Crude  Death  Rate  of 
14.1  per  1,000  population  and  an  Adjusted  Rate-  of  9.3. 


An  analysis  shows  that  68  of  the  deaths  in  St.  .To hid s 
Hospital  were  patients  who  would  previously  have  been  registered 
as  non-residents. 


The  Local  Death  Rate  calculated  after  deducting  these 
institutional  deaths  is  10.6. 


8 deaths  occurred  under  the  age  of  one  year,  7 of  these 
occurred  in  the  first  month  of  life  and  6 of  them  in  the  first  week. 
The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  23.7  which  is  better  than  the  County 
Rate  of  25.4  and  almost  as  good  as  the  National  Rate  of  23.0. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  maternal  causes  for  the  eleventh 
year  in  succession. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  : 

445  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  occurred  in  1957. 
338  were  due  to  a measles  epidemic  which  was  almost  confined  to 
the  months  of  February  and  March. 

There  were  4 cases  of  mild  poliomyelitis  which  all  recovered. 
None  of  them  had  been  vaccinated  against  the  disease. 


PROTECTIVE  PROCEDURES  : 

It  is  now  possible  to  offer  protective  immunisation  against 
six  infective  diseases.  Parental  response  is  fairly  good  but  should 
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be  better.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  day  the  time  will  come  when 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis,  smallpox  and  tetanus  in 
an  unprotected  child  will  be  regarded  by  the  public  as  indicative  of 
parental  neglect. 

During  the  year  combined  antigen  came  into  use  for 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  thus  reducing 
the  number  of  injections  from  five  to  three.  Triple  antigen  includ- 
ing tetanus  antigen  is  also  available. 

Tetanus  (lock-jaw)  is  an  uncommon  but  frequently  fatal 
disease  which  can  follow  the  infection  of  even  the  smallest  wound 
of  the  skin.  Prevention  is  the  only  certain  cure. 

Vaccine  against  poliomyelitis  became'  available  in  increas- 
ing quantities  during  the  year  aud  vaccination  of  528  of  the  1,791 
registered  children  was  completed. 

Canadian  and  American  Salk  vaccine  is  now  available  to 
supplement  the  inadequate  Briti~ii  production. 

LUNG-  CANCER  AND  SMOKING  : 

Since  my  last  Report  the  evidence  of  a direct  relationship 
between  heavy  smoking  and  the  occurrence  of  cancer  of  the  lung 
and  bronchus  continues  to  accumulate.  The  general  public,  not 
having  the  willpower  to  do  anything  about  it,  ignores  the  evidence. 

The  middle-aged  and  elderly  say  it  is  too  late  in  any  case, 
and  the  adolescents  feel  time  is  on  their  side  and  a cure  will  have 
been  discovered  by  the  time  malignancy  is  diagnosed  in  them. 

In  Goole  Borough  during  the  last  eleven  years  66  males 
and  11  females  have  died  of  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus.  The 
total  for  1957  was  12  deaths,  the  highest  yet  recorded. 

Finally  I record  my  appreciation  of  the  continued  support 
of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  the 
Staffs  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  Divisional  Health 
Office,  and  the  Voluntary  Workers  at  the  Clinic.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS

Goole  is  the  most  inland  and  one  of  the  busiest  and  important 
of  the  East  Coast  Ports,  being  situated  on  the  navigable  and  tidal 
portion  of  the  Yorkshire  Ouse  about  fifty  miles  from  the  sea.  It  is 
located  in  the  fiat  alluvial  plain  of  the  vale  of  York,  at  the  extreme 
eastern  portion  of  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire. 

It  lies  at  a lower  level  than  the  waters  of  the  ordinary  tides 
which  are  prevented  from  overflowing  by  artifically  raised  banks. 
The  general  level  of  the  town  is  eight  to  twelve  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  sub-soil  consists  of  alluvial  deposit  or  warp,  which  is 
naturally  damp.  Below  the  warp,  at  a depth  of  about  six  feet,  is 
a layer  of  peat  which  varies  in  thickness  from  less  than  one  foot 
to  more  than  six  feet  in  different  parts  of  the  town.  Immediately 
below  the  peat  is  a layer  of  laminated  clay  which  is  generally 
covered  with  a thin  bed  of  sand. 

Although  Goole  Borough  has  an  area  of  only  1,267  acres  it  is 
the  market  town  for  a large  agricultural  district  being  entirely 
surrounded  by  the  Goole  Rural  District  with  an  area  of  over  38,000 
acres.  Its  next  nearest  neighbour  is  the  Howden  Rural  District 
across  the  river  Ouse  in  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  from  whence 
it  also  attracts  trade. 

Together  with  an  extensive  coastal  trade  the  port  has  important 
commercial  dealings  with  the  continental  and  Baltic  ports.  The 
export  of  coal  produced  in  the  South  Yorkshire  Coalfield  and  the 
import  and  export  of  general  merchandise  being  the  life-blood  of 
the  town.  The  majority  of  the  working  population  find  their 
livelihood  in  shipping,  shipbuilding  and  repairing,  engineering, 
milling,  malting,  fertiliser  and  dextrine  manufacture,  wholesale 
clothing,  agriculture,  and  their  ancillary  trades.  The  Corporation 
own  the  water  undertaking,  market  hall,  cattle  market,  slaughter- 
house, library,  parks  and  public  gardens,  public  baths,  and  a pleasure 
ground  for  outdoor  athletic  pursuits.  The  Corporation  owns  over 
fifteen  hundred  dwellings  and  has  made  the  necessary  provision  for 
the  building  of  another  six  hundred  during  the  next  five  years. 
Every  house  has  an  adequate  supply  of  pure  water  and  the  town  is 
now  entirely  on  the  water  carriage  system.  The  state  of  employment 
is  very  good  and- this  is  reflected  in  the  general  well  being  of  the 
people.  With  few  exceptions  all  streets  both  front  and  back  have 
been  properly  made  up  and  adopted  by  the  local  authority.  Goole 
can  be  truly  described  as  a clean  and  well  administered  small  town, 
with  reasonable  amenities  and  pleasant  rural  surroundings  despite 
the  very  flat  nature  of  the  countryside  wdiich  is  said  to  resemble 
the  flat  parts  of  the  Netherlands.

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PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLY 


The  sources  from  which  the  public  water  supply  is  drawn  are  the 
same  as  those  described  in  previous  reports.  It  is  adequate  in 
quantity  and  excellent  in  quality.  The  eight  samples  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination  were 
stated  to  be  excellent  and  the  sample  submitted  to  the  Hull  Public 
Analyst  for  chemical  analysis  was  reported  as  lit  for  human 
consumption. 


PUBLIC  SWIMMING  EATH. 

The  methods  of  treating  the  swimming  pool  water  are  as  set  out  in 
previous  reports  and  no  changes  have  been  made.  The  samples 
from  both  the  inlet  and  the  outlet  to  the  pool  which  were  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination 
were  stated  to  be  satisfactory. 


ICE  CREAM. 

There  are  fifty-two  premises  in  the  Borough  at  which  ice-cream  is 
sold.  Fifty  premises  sell  pre- wrapped  ice  cream  only  made  by  the 
large  and  reputable  firms  so  that  little  sampling  has  been  done.  Of 
the  live  samples  taken  four  were  Grade  I and  one  Grade  II.  A 
warning  was  given  to  one  firm  whose  employee  was  seen  smoking 
when  serving  ice  cream.  The  firm  appreciated  the  action  taken  and 
issued  an  immediate  order  that  any  further  contraventions  of  a 
like  nature  would  be  followed  by  instant  dismissal  and  this  has 
had  a salutary  affect.

3.  Old  Goole. 

In  September  of  1956  I made  to  the  Health  and  Sanitation 
Committee  and  to  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Committee  a 
detailed  report  regarding  unfit  dwellinghouses  in  Don  Street,  Couper 
Street,  Wharfe  Street,  Derwent  Street  and  Moorland  Road,  totalling 
130  houses.  After  they  had  considered  my  report  and  that  of  the 
Borough  Surveyor  the  Council  was  of  the  opinion  that  any  plan  for 
the  rehousing  of  the  displaced  families  should  provide  for  the  use 
of  the  cleared  site  for  new  dwellings  and  that  the  number  of  dwell- 
ings built  should  include  provision  for  the  families  living  in  fifteen 
houses  in  Don  Street  already  subject  to  Demolition  Orders,  and  also 
certain  unfit  houses  in  Vermuvden  Terrace.  Owing  to  certain 
difficulties  in  the  acquisition  of  land  for  a ‘roll-over’  site  it  has  not 
been  possible  to  progress  with  this  area  but  at  the  close  of  the  year 
these  difficulties  appear  to  have  been  solved  and  plans  are  being 
made  for  the  building  of  163  dwellings  plus  7 shops  and  22  garages. 
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4.  Central  Ward. 

In  September,  1957  I made  to  the  Public  Health  Committee 
• and  to  the  Housing-  Committee  a detailed  report  regarding  unfit 
dwellinghouses  and  other  buildings  in  North  Street,  George  Street, 
Ouse  Street  and  Chapel  Street,  totalling  125  houses.  Pending- 
progress  with  the  Old  Goole  project  the  Council  has  had  to  defer 
detailed  consideration  of  my  report. 

5.  The  following  dwellings  which  were  unlit  for  human  habita- 
tion have  been  demolished  during  the  year  at  the  request  of  the 
Council  and  by  the  voluntary  agreement  of  the  owners — 

Chapel  Street  7,  9. 

6.  As  the  final  result  of  Demolition  Orders  made  on  25.6.52  the 
following  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year — 

Don  Street  62,  64. 

7.  Because  of  serious  signs  of  instability  the  following  proper- 
ties were  demolished  during  the  year  after  consultation  and  agree- 
ment between  the  owners’  Surveyor  and  the  Borough  Surveyor; 
11,  IB,  13a  Bridge  Street  and  94  South  Street.  13a  Bridge  Street 
was  formerly  a house  let-in-lodgings  but  had  been  vacant  for 
several  years,  the  other  premises  were  a butchers  shop,  a clothiers 
shop,  a radio  shop. 

8.  The  following  dwellings  which  were  unfit  for  human  habita- 
tion have  been  closed  during  the  year  at  the  request  of  the  Council 
and  the  voluntary  agreement  of  the  owners— 

Aire  Street  23,  55a.  Bennetts  Cottage,  Albert  Street 

Blacksmiths  Yard  1 Chapel  Street  4,  6,  8 

Dock  Street  3/5  Ouse  Street  10,  12

9.  Repair  of  houses. 

Complaints  regarding  disrepair  are  dealt  with  quickly  and  on 
the  same  day  if  possible.  Although  many  complaints  are  received 
and  many  notices  requiring  repairs  issued,  the  relationship  between 
the  inspectorate  and  owners  is  amicable,  so  that  it  is  seldom  necess- 
ary to  resort  to  statutory  action.  Works  in  default  were  carried 
out  at  live  houses  but  in  these  instances  we  were  dealing  with  two 
particularly  intractable  owners.  By  far  the  greater  part  of  repairs 
are  carried  out  reasonably  quickly  after  an  informal  request  from 
the  department,  and  most  of  the  delay  is  caused  not  so  much  by 
unwillingness  on  the  part  of  the  owners  but  by  the  shortage  of 
labour. 


10.  Certificates  of  Disrepair. 

During  the  year  19  tenants  of  houses  have  made  use  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Rent  Act,  1957  and  have  applied  for  Certificates 
of  Disrepair.  These  are  dealt  with  promptly.  An  inspection  of  the 
house  is  made  to  see  how  far  the  defects  set  out  by  the  tenant  in 
his  notice  to  the  owner  are  reasonable  and  agree  with  the  actual 
state  of  the  property.  Where  the  tenant’s  complaint  is  fully  or 
partially  justified  the  Notice  of  Intention  to  issue  a Cerilicate  of 
Disrepair,  modified  as  and  when  required,  is  sent  to  the  owner.  If 
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iie  within  the  statutory  three  weeks  gives  an  undertaking  to  carry 
out  the  necessary  repairs  no  further  action  is  necessary  but  where 
he  fails  to  give  an  undertaking  then  t lie  Certificate  of  Disrepair  is 
automatically  issued.  The  following  figures  show  what  action  has

NEW  HOUSES  AND  RE  HOUSING 

Eastgate. 

Two  blocks  of  flats  were  completed  in  1956,  leaving  8 blocks 
(96  dwellings)  to  be  completed  in  1957.  Eastgate  consists  of  ten 
blocks  of  flats  with  twelve  dwellings  in  each  block,  three  on  each 
floor.  Each  floor  is  identical  and  consists  of  a bed-sitting  room  flat, 
a one-bedroom  flat  and  a two-bedroom  flat.  Contrary  to  some  of 
the  doubts  which  were  expressed  at  the  outset  of  the  scheme  these 
dwellings  have  proved  to  be  very  popular  and  could  have  been  let 
several  times.  The  tenants  appear  to  like  the  sense  of  community 
and  so  far  not  one  serious  complaint  has  been  made  about  the  flats 
themselves.  They  have  been  especially  useful  in  the  housing  of 
single  persons  and  elderly  couples  who  needed  only  a small  dwelling 
and  by  a judicious  system  of  transfers,  vacant  possession  was 
gained  of  20  larger  Council  dwellings  and  80  privately  owned 
houses,  to  the  improvement  of  the  housing  situation  in  general. 
Elsie  Street. 
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This  estate  of  104  dwellings  was  quickly  completed  during  the 
year  and  made  the  rehousing  of  t lie  families  displaced  from  the 
Stanley  Street  and  Wesley  Square  Clearance  Areas  a much  easier 
task  than  it  might  have  otherwise  been.  Here  again  full  advantage 
was  taken  by  means  of  suitable  transfers  and  mutual  exchanges  to 
make  the  best  possible  use  of  each  dwelling. 


17  Gladstone  Terrace. 

This  large  house  was  bought  by  the  Council,  thoroughly  recon- 
ditioned and  modernised  to  rehouse  a large  family  displaced  by  the 
Wesley  Square  Compulsory  Purchase  Order.
